Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that the combination of Hamamoto and Callon does 
not disclose all of the limitations of the claims since the combination does not teach that the IPv4 network is treated as 
a sub-network of the IPv6 network. Examiner stated that the claims do not specify that the IPv4 network is treated as a 
sub-network of the IPv6 network. Instead, the claims only state that the IPv4 network is assigned addresses 
corresponding to addresses in the IPv6 network. Examiner maintains that such limitations are found in the combination. 
Applicant indicated that the claims would be amended to more clearly recite such aforementioned features in the 



claims. 
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
